— The measure 
intro duced in the senate by Platt o f 
New Yo rk having as it.- purpo se the 
reductio n o f the representatio n in co n­ 
gress o f so uthern states that have dis- 
firauchised the negro vo ter, if enacted 
in its preisemt fo rm, will lessen the 
membership in co ngress by nineteen, 
acco rding to the estimateiluit has beiu 
made by the Republican club, o f New 
Yo rk city, which o riginated it. 
The 
bill and a statement issued by Platt 
were referred by the wnuite to the 
co mmittee o n the census. 
The state­ 
ment says that the bill “is framed up­ 
o n the lo west limitatio n po ssible, and 
treats as ex cluded fro m the suffrage 
o nly the male negro citizen o ver 21 
years o f age—classed bj the twelfth 
census as illiterate — under the 1909 
census tables published since the ap­ 
po rtio nment act o f Jan, It*. 1901. 


R eal A ggregate« A re Much L arger. 
“The aggregates actually ex cluded 
fro m the suffrage in each o f the states 
mentio ned arc in truth larger than 
tho se used as the basis fo r this act. If 
all negro vo tables (i. e. male citizens 
o ver 21» , regardless o f illiteracy, sho uld 
be deemed to !>e ex cluded the reduc­ 
tio n in representatio n, figured fro m the 
same tables, wo uld be nearly twice as 
stated in this bill.
